= . the whole Courſe of whoſe Life 
Mag but one continued Scene of doin 
good to Mankind; either rectifying che 
Errors of their Minds by his Doctrine, 
and wholeſome Diſcourſes, or by his 
Actions imparting the moſt beneficial In- 
fluences of his Preſence: 5 healing all that 
were oppreſſed by any ' Maladies or Di- 
ſtempers; curing the Sick, opening the 
Eyes of the Blind, the Ears of the Deaf, 
and the Mouths of the Dumb; ; reſtoring 
Hands and Feet to the Lame : , caſting 
out Devils; in fine, healing all manner 
of Infirmities in all manner of Per- 
ſons; rejecting none that ſought to 


him; nay, going about, and ſeeking 
them, that ſtood in need of his Help; 


not denying his Aſſiſtance to his very 
Enemies 3 inſtructing thoſe, who laid 


Wait 
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wait to trap him in his Diſcourſes ; heal- 


ing one that came to take him, and-pray- 
ing for thoſe who actually put him te 
Death. This was the Courſe of his Life, 


and Death: This was the Scope, and the 
Drift of all that He ſaid or did; and 


from this Intent the moſt inveterate Ma- 


lice cou'd not divert him; all the wicked 
Imaginations, that were contrived againſt 


him, found no other Return but Love 
and Good-Will. He tells us himfelf, thax 
he came not to deſtroy, hut to ſave Men's 


Lives, Luk. 9. 56. and from this great 
Rule he never erred. He made it his 


Buſineſs to direct Men more plainly in 


the way of Life ; to teach them a new 
Religion, which ſhou'd be more effectual 


to their Salvation. And He proved his 


Miſſion, not by deſtroying his Enemies, 
not by calling for Fire from Heaven upon 


his Oppaſers, not by pouring Judg- 


ments upon the Heads of Gainſayers; 


but by Miracles of a different Nature, 


tho? as full of Omnipotency, and Con- 


viction, as thoſe terrible Ones; by Mi- 


racles tending to the Good of Mankind; 


chuſing to conſtrain them by good Will, 


to incline them by real Benefits, to over- 


come the Obſtinacy of all by univerſal 


Kindneſs, rather than to convert ſome 
by the deſtruction of others. In the 
"Gr Whole 
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whole Hiſtory of his Life, we do not 

meet with one Inſtance, which can ſa- 
vour of Revenge, tho? ſo often, ſo high- 
ly. provoked to it. We ſeldom read 
that he was angry; and when we do, 
we plainly ſee, that it was rather Pity 
or Sorrow at Men's Perverleneſs ; and 
we find his Anger ſhewing it ſelf no 
otherwiſe, but in endeavouring to con- 
vince them of their Error and Miſtake. 
And the greateſt of Sinners find no 
ſooner a Reproof from him, than a pi- 
tying Look, or a kind Caution, Sin no 
more, leſt a worſe thing come unto thee.” 

_ God in his former Diſpenſations to 
Mankind, .choſe to aſſert the Authority 
of his Laws, by ſevere Puniſhments, 
and dreadful Examples upon Offenders. 

Sodom and Gomorrah were deſtroy'd by 

F ire from Heaven . Dathan and Abi- 
ram with their Companions were fwal- . 
lowed up alive by the Earth; Pha- 


8 :z20þ and his Hoſt were ' drowned in 


the Sea; Sennacherib's Army were cut 
off with a Blaſt. | Every Element was 
made an Aſſertor of che Creator's So- 
vereignty: And the Fire, and the Sword, 
and the Peſtilence, are ordered to go 
thro' a rebellious Land. Thus did God 
think fit to confirm his ancient Laws, 

and deter Men from the Breach of _ 
= So "2 1 
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But our Saviour now chuſes another 
Method; and endeavours to win Men to 


his Laws, by miraculous Love and 


Kindnefs ; demonſtrating his Omnipo- 


tent Power no leſs by ſhewing Mercy, 


than God had done before in executing 
Vengeance. Chuſing to work upon their 
Gratitude, rather than their Fears; and 


by doing for them, what they muſt ac- 


knowledge far Above their Deſerts or De- 


fires, to render them more aſhamed thah 
afraid to diſpleaſe him: Thus he en- 
deavours to cure the Diſtempers of their 


Minds, by 'removing firſt the Maladies 
oF their Bodies. 


This was the ſweet, the eaſy Deport- 


nmient of our Saviour's Life : This the 


continual Courſe of his Practice. The 


great Buſineſs that he undertook; the 


main Concern that he proſecuted, Was 


to ſeek and to ſave that which was loſt : 


And the Method that he uſed, was going.

among the People, Matt. 4. 3. 


From which Demeanour of our Lord, 
we may be excited to many good Pra- 
_ &ices, to learn my excellent Leſſons,

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1. We may from hence be induced to 
| 92 frequent reading of the Holy Scrip-' 
tures ; ip that part of them which: 


contains the HI ory of our Saviour's Life 
and Death: For what more profitable 


and uſeful Hiſtory can we read, than of 


One, who hath done all things well Mar. 
7. 37, Who made it the Buſineſs of his 
Life to go about doing good? Here we 
are ſure to meet with the beſt and He- 


lieſt Characters, to be entertained with 


great and noble Accompliſhments, to. ſhe: 
a Pattern of unerring Goodneſs, 
The moſt celebrated Heroes of other 


Writers, are often guilty of ſuch Miſcar- 


riages, as the Pens of the moſt refined 
Wits can neither hide, nor garniſh over: 
But here we have naked Truth told. with 
the greateſt Simplicity, and yet out- 


ſhining the moſt elaborate Contrivances 


of other Hiſtorians. And when all is 
ſaid that can be ſaid, to draw a Curtain 
over baſe Actions, to give falſe Colours to 
a bad Deſign, with all the Advantages of 
Wit and Eloquence to recommend. to ſet 
it off; they {till fall ſhort of this noble 
Example, which can borrow no Luftre 
from any thing but it ſelf. e 

Add to this, that it is an Hiſtory, full 
of the moſt ſurprizing Events, attended 
wich vaſt Variety of Human Paſſions 
6 ” oY exactly 
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exactly delineated, intermixed with ex- 


cellent Rules, and moſt adnurable Pre- 
cepts, at once delighting and informing 
the Mind; wherein we continually meet 
with ſome wonderful Miracle, far above 
the reach of Natural Cauſes to effect, 
wrought either for the Confirmation of 


Truth, or the Benefit of ſome poor Sufe 
ferer; wherein we ſee the manzfold May 


chinations of wicked Men, ever plotting, 
againſt, and contriving to deſtroy their 
greateſt Friend; but all defeated by the 
ſofteſt Anſwers, by the kindeſt Returns, 


and the moſt convincing Proofs of their 


Errors. Wherein further, we may ad- 
mire that ſuperlative Wiſdom, that cou'd 


dictate thoſe moſt excellent Rules of 


Life; that could inculcate the hardeft 


Truths, by the eaſieſt Methods and plains. 


eſt Words; that cou'd impreſs Doctrines 
and Precepts irkſome to Fleſh and Blood, 
and yet prove them agreeable to Reaſon, 
and recommend them to our Practice. 
Theſe Things, as they wou'd recom- 


mend any Hiſtory in the World to Mens 
Liking and Study; ſo they ought more 


particularly to conſtrain us who call our 
ſelves Chriſtians: We profeſs our ſelves 
to be his Diſciples and Followers, and call 
our ſelves after his Name: And then 


ban any thing be more inconſiſtent with | 


this, 
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this, than to be ignorant of any Paſſage | 


of his Life > What can be à greater 
Diſgrace to us, than to own :a Maſter 
that we know but little of? Who ever 
pretended to be a Follower of Axiſtotle, 
of Plato or Socrates, who had not made 
thoſe Writers their Study? And yet abun- 
dance of Men pretend to be Chriſtians, 

who know but very little of Chriſt, of 
his Doctrine, or his Practice. Chriſti- 
anity indeed doth not conſiſt in much 
Learning, in ſubtle Diſputations, or acute 
Reaſonings and Arguments; but in A&#i- 
on and Practice. And as Philoſophers 


endeavour to make themſelves Maſters of 


the Writings and Diſtinctions of thoſe 
whom they follow, ſo ſhou'd Chriſtians. 
be able to give an exact Account of all 


the Actions of their Saviour, and be well 
verſed in every Paſſage of his Life and 


Death. They thou'd not let one Day 
paſs, without reading or hearing ſome 
part of that moſt excellent Hiſtory, 
wherein they would meet with moſt ra- 
viſhing Delight and Satisfaction. What 
a2 moſt beautiful and aſtomfhing Scene 
may we raiſe in our Imaginations, while 
we are reading his Life]! How may we 


think, that we attend him in his Travels 


from Place to Place, bringing Joy and 


© Happineſs, where-ever he came! How 
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may we think, that we hear with our 


Ears the gracious Words proceeding 
out of his Mouth, inſtructing his Fol- 
lowers in the moſt friendly manner, and 
confounding his Adverſaries with the 
ſofteſt Anſwers ! How may we thus en- 
joy a Converſation full of Lowlineſs and 


Condeſcenſion, of Meekneſs and Sweet- 


neſs, Aﬀable and Courteous, Free and 
Eaſy ! Who had no affected Singularities, 


no Oſtentation of ſeemingly high, but 


fruitleſs Performances; who did not en- 
tertain his Hearers with ſublime Myſte- 
ries, with ſubtle Speculations, and intri- 
cate Queſtions ; but with plain and fa- 
miliar Diſcourſes, inſtilling the Truth 
into them by eaſy and natural Parables, 
and uſing ſuch Expreſſions as beſt con- 


veyed his wholſome Meaning into their 


Minds. He did not place Religion in out- 
ward Auſterities, relating to Habit or Di- 
et, or affected to appear Somebody, by any 


fingular way of Living: He was not over 


rigorous in obſerving Rites and Ceremo- 
nies, but yet complied with the Cuſtoms 


and Uſages of the Country; thereby 


pointing out to us the middle Way be- 
tween boiſterous Faction, and peeviſn Su- 
perſtition; but was exact in performing 


the weightier Matters of the Law, Fu- 
ft ice, Judgment, 


and Mercy. His whole 
_=_ Life 
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Life was ſpent i in the moſt eaſy and plea- 
_ fant, - yet moſt neceſſary and lubſtantial 
Duties; in Charity, Humility, and Pati- 
ence, and the like; in Obedience to God, 
and Benevolence to Man; and in ſuch a 
manner as was apt to invite all good Men 
into his Company, and with ſatisfaction 
to enjoy it ! Particularly, with what 
Pleaſure may we think that we hear the 
Dumb finging Praiſes unto God ! That 
we ſee the Blind lifting up their Eyes to 
Heaven, and the Lame leaping and dan- 
cing for Joy! That we ſee whole Legions 
of Devils put to Flight, and dead Men 
riſing out of their Graves! Viewing be- 
fore him a whole Scene of Miſery, Crowds 
of Supplicants with bended Knees im- 
ploring Relief; and behind him nothing 
but Joy and Thankſgiving J With what 
inexpreſſible Pleaſure, I fay, may a true 
Believer, a faithful Diſciple, read ſuch 
delightful Relations, and meditate upon 
ſuch raviſhing Converſation ! | 
And as this tranſcendent Goodneſs of 
our Saviour may excite us to the reading 
and ſtudying his Hiſtory, fo jt ought 
Aal, To conſtrain us, as far as hes in 
our Popes to follow the Example he hath 
ſet us. Some Things indeed we cannot, 
we muſt not pretend to imitate, him in.

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not take upon us to do thoſe Things, |

therein we are to follow him. Our Reli- 


gion, I ſay, conſiſteth in Action and Pra- 


ctice; and as Men are denominated Aris 


ſtoteliſts, or Platonifts, or any other Sect, 


becauſe they hold the Tenets, and argue 
like thoſe Philoſophers whom they fol- 
low; fo a Chriſtian muſt act like Chriſt; 
To the utmoſt of his Power he nwſt be 


employed in doing good, willing and 


ready to help and aſſiſt all that are-m 


Need and Neceſſity. Tho? he is not able 
to feed Thouſands, yet ought he to deal 


his Bread to the Hungry, and his Drink 


to the Thirſty, as far as it will go. Tho? 
he cannot with a Word heal the Sick, 


yet muſt he adminiſter to the Neceſſities 
of the Saints, according to what he hath 
received; endeavouring to be Feet to the 


Lame, Eyes to the Blind, and an Advo- 


cate for the Dumb. Above all Things 
he muſt imitate his Saviour, in patiently 


bearing, and readily forgiving of Inju- | 


ries, in taking no Revenge, but in re- 
turning real Kindneſſes for III-will; in 
doing good to them that hate him; and in 


bleſſing them that curſe him. This is the | 
Religion of Jeſus Chriſt: This is the 
OOTY | Example 
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Example that he hath ſer us; Without 
imitating of whom, we forfeit the Name 
and Hopes of Chriſtians. "TT 


Indeed the Brightneſs of ſo divine 
Pattern may juftly dazle our Eyes, and 
at firſt make us fear our Ability of ever 
following ſo inimitable an Example: But 
ſince we know that ſome Men, even of 
like Paſſions with our ſelves, have drawn 
ſome rough Draughts, have repreſented 

ſome 1mperfe& Copies, by which we 

may gueſs at the Gral which they 
bad before their Eyes, and thereby have 
given us Hopes that they have found ac- 
ceptance ; we ought alſo not to be diſ- 
couraged from attempting the like. You, 
of this Pariſh, have had great Advan- 
tages over many, many others; in ha- 
ving had a Teacher, who as he had Elo- 
> deſcribe our Saviour's Life and 
Actions in the beſt and moſt perſuaſive 
Light, fo alſo has given you a commen- 
dable Repreſentation of it in his Life 
and Practice. I doubt not but your Minds 
have gone along with me, and have been 
able of your ſelves, to ſee what a great 
Reſemblance there hath been between the 
'Maſter and the Servant. I dare beheve, 
that had I concealed the Name of that 
great Perſon I have been now deſcribing,

Who ever la- 
boured under Doubts or Terrors of Con- 
ſcience, and found not him a Ghoſtly 
Comforter or Director? As God had en-
